U.S. Marxist Scholars Found 
A Journal for Their Writings

The journal's founders were 
asked in a series of interviews 
bow they defined the Marxism 
they use in their studies of his- 
tory, literature and the arts. 
Their answers would seem staid 
and tepid to those who remember 
the textbook Marxism of radical 
revolution. 

Gone, for example, is the o'd 
insistence on the inevitability of 
armed class warfare. 

“T take class conflict to be one 
of the important facts of life,” 
Mr. Womack, the Harvard histo-

we want to help foster that way 
of looking af the world. But we 
don’t say that it necessarily leads 
to armed warfare. Very few peo- 
ple would agree to that.” 

For Mr. Womack. the sytem ot 
Production and other work is the 
key factor in α examining history 
and it is that focus which sep- 
arates him from other historians. 
“Conservative historians tke 
tradition as the basic fact of 
life.” he said. “Liberals, 1 think, 
Just improvise their explanations, 
choosing whatever makes the best 
sense to hem at the time. 
Marxists go back to production, 
to the world of work, to see why 
things happened as they did.” 
Mr, Womack has examined in 
detail the history of workers in 
six Mexican industries, “I'm trying 
to find out how each industry 
created its own subculture or how 
each one had workers with dif- 
ferent values,” ae explained. ‘1 
want to know why they never 
got together and shared things 
instead of just fighting each other 
all the time. J suppose the Hberal 
historian would just dismiss it 
and say, “Well, what else would 
you expect?’ 

"No Political Agency’ 


“A Marxist would’ say they 
didn’t get together because they 
had no political agency and they 
had no political agency because 
they had no common ideology. 
They were on their own to im- 
Provise, so they created their own 
Separate unions, and because of 
the depth of their own union 
traditions they could never get 
together." 

To Alan Trachtenberg, too, 
Marxism is an ana'ytical tool, a 
way of examining literature and 
history, and not a political doc- 
trine.

Asked how Marxism helps him 
analyze literatare, the Yale Facul- 
ty member cited Melvilie’s “Moby 
Dick” and said: “The Common 
approach is to look at it, theore- 
tically, as a contest between good 
anc evi or man and nature. A 
Marxist would find a way of 
‘viewing those conflicts in another 
context—for example, looking at 
the ship as a social structure. 
‘The ship js a kind of a floating 
factory, out there killing whales 
for practical profit. 

“There's one scene in which 
Ahab hammers a Spanish doub- 
loon to the mast as a reward 
to the firss man who spots the 
whale. Then there’s a passage mn 
which the crew members come by 
and each has a different view of 
that doubloon. A jot of critics 
would say that scene just shows 
how everyone sees the same thing 
in 8 different light. But if you 
view the scene in the light of 
what Marx said about a ‘money 
economy, it can yleld new insight 
into the entire book.”

. Until 1963, the Secret Service’s personal 
Protection was accorded the president and

. Vice also protects former presidents and 


thelr wives for life; the widows of presidents 
for life unteas they remarry; the minor 
children of former presidents until age 16; 
all “major” candidates for the presidency; 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger; Secre- 
tary of the Treasury William Simon; visiting 
heads of state or government; other foreign 
dignitaries designated for such protection 
by the president, and the persons and fam- 
ies of the president and vice-president. 
That is a large part of the reason for a 
20-fold increase in the agency’s budget in 
the years since the tragedy in Dallas. Each 
assassination or assassination attempt has 
stirred the same reflexive response from the 
Congres. It takes the form of a question to 
the Secret Service: Do you need any more 
money or authority? 

‘Interestingly enough, the imitdative has 
not come from the Secret Service. On the 
contrary. the Secret Service itself has been 
concerned about the rate at which Congress 
has expanded its assignments. The service 
is understandably worried about becoming a 
personal security agency, which it tradi- 
tionally has not been, instead of a law en- 
forcement agency, which is how it prefers 
to see itself. Before 1963, only 35 per cent of 
the Secret Service’s business concerned per- 
sonal security; 65 per cent of its effort went 
into tracking down counterfeiters and forg- 
ers of government checks and bonds. To- 
day the. figures are reversed, and the Secret 
Service is beginning to worry about its 


image. The more tt looks like a, personal . 


security agency, instead of an investigative 
agency, the less able it may be in time to 
attract the first-class law enforcers who 
belped to give the agency its reputation. 

Ironically, 16 is that reputation for crisp 
efficiency that has increased the demand for 
the agency's protective services. Mr Kis-

For one 
thing, Americans are in danger of measur- 
ing the importance of public officials by 
the size of their bodyguards. For another, 
the proliferation of ear-plugged, flinty-eyed 
agents, walkie-talkies in hand, is not doing 
a thing for the appearance of American of- 
ficialdom. “To put it bluntly, the United 


States is acquiring, as its leaders parade - 


about in public, the look of a police state. 

Bow much real protection does al] this 
security buy? Not much, judging from the 
record. Secret Service protection may make 
assassination more difficult and more dan- 
gerous for the assassin. But it is tragically 
self-evident that there is no guaranteed way 
to shield presidents, candidates or any other 
pubic officials when they are exposed to 
crowds—as witness Dallas, the disabling of 
George Wallace, or the more recent near- 
miss attempts on the life of President Ford. 
If Lynette Fromme had been more profi- 
cient with a .45, President Ford would have 
been in mortal danger before his protectors 
could have reacted. Sara Jane Moore’s sim 
was spoiled by an alert citizen, not a Secret 
Service agent. 

To keep Secret Service agents from be- 
coming status symbols or campaign aides, 
it seems to us that a new set of guidelines 
is in order. Their shape will depend on the 
Jevel of threat as it is perceived by the 
responsible leaders of Congress and the 
executive branch. 

It ought to be obvious by now that there 
18 no such thing as guaranteed, foolproof 
security. It also seems obvious, at least to 
us, that the effort to achieve it—to put the 
best face on what now seems to be going 
on—has gotten out of hand. To put the 
worst face on it, what may be happening is 
the creation of yet another status symbol 
for those who hold or have held power. To 
the extent that this is what, in fact, is 
gotig on, it is perhaps worth remembering, 
in this time of transition and rich promises 
of reform, that the personal security mission 
of the Secret Service is to provide protec- 
tion, within reason, and not to adorn.

Reorganizing World Aviation 


President Ford’s recent rejection of the 
new transatlantic air routes recommended 
by the Civil Aeronautics Board last summer 
is hardly a surprise. The chairman of the 
CAB had dissented vigorously from the deci- 
sion and there had been considerable public 
criticism of it. By sending the matter back 
to the board, with directions that it submit 
8. new recommendation by next Sept. 1, Mr. 
Ford may have cleared the way for the kind 
of reorganization of international aviation 
that 18 desperately needed. ἢ 

There is, of course, ἃ great deal οἵ unhap- 
piness with the President’s action. The air- 
lines that had won major new routes from 
the CAB—most notably Deita and North- 
west—are understandably disappointed. So 
are several major cities, many of them in 
the South, which would have gained the 
status of gateway points from which direct 
overseas flights could begin or end. But 
there is no justification for the denunciation 
expressed by the chairman of Delta, who 
ealled Mr. Ford’s action “a good way to slap 
the South” for voting so heavily for Pres- 
ident-elect Carter. 

The trouble with the CAB’s original rec- 
ommendation, as we said last summer when 
it was announced, is that it failed to deal 
with the structure of the transatlantic 
aviation market. The two major American 
airlines In that fieid—Pan American, and 
Twa—are in serious financial difficulty. 
They compete for passengers with airlines 
that are owned by or subsidized by govern- 
ments. Landing rights are negotiated, 
usually on 8. reciprocal basis, between gov- 
ernments, Mr. Ford is quite right in saying 
that the CAB did not adequately consider 
these and similar factors in arriving at its 
recommendation. The transatlantic market, 
Itke the rest of international aviation, is not 


one in which the existing process of airline 
regulation works well. 

Nevertheless, Mr, Ford's action may well 
have given the CAB an assignment it can- 
not fulfill, A majority of its members wrote 
last summer that they did not believe it had 
authority to depart from its normal and 
traditional procedures in order to restruc~ 
ture a major part of the airline business. 
The CAB. they argued. Is a quasi-judicial 
agency which is bound by the requirements 
of the Administrative Procedure Act and by 
the evidence presented to it. In other 
words, a majority of the board said that 
It could not do some of those things Mr. Ford 
Is now telling it to do. Whether that posi- 
tion will now change remains to be seen. 

What is needed, of course 15 a massive 
reshaping of government policy towards the 
entire airline industry, domestic as well as 
international That 18 a task which we 
think should be undertaken by the executive 
branch and Congress and not by the CAB. 
There are many hard questions: How many
